Bonrd of Trade.

The Omaha grin and produce exchange
hns filedd articlos of fucorporation, The capi-
tal stock Is placed at 10,000 divided into 100
spares of 8100 cach, The articles further
provide for a bonrd of divectors snd officers
Such ns is customary with orguulzations of
the kind,

Uhe fneorporators are Omaha Eeain men ;
A, B Jaquith, maneger and B, P, Peck sue-
retary of the Omaha olevator company,
Charles H, Fowlor, troasurer of the Fowler
slevator company, J. A, Connor an elevator
man recontly come 0 Omabn from PPlotts-
mottl and J, K. Price, 8 broker,

Avvoriding to the articles only one share of
stocke can b held by one member, and it is
intended that only a small per c¢ent of the
stock shall be patd in st the commoncement,
the bulance us it may be required.

The object of the oxehnnge as explained by
the Incorporators 5 10 facllltate Liusiness
transactions in grain nnd all kinds of produce,
Whe way the business is conducted nt pres-
v'l.tlll' i dealor rocolves u car of graln oy liny
b ds eompellod to run all over the cily to
find & buyer and is put to an UBNeCessary
atount of troubls, T'ho exchange proposes

o rent n room, the old board
of  trade room woulda  suit them,
if it o e hind, and establish

hours for meoting where the buyers aud sell-
erdof the difervnt products could assembio
and transact business, In other words the
@ proposes toestablish an open voard
to those existing in other cities. [
is intendeld to bhave all arrmogements por-
1 for opening the board July |,

Besides facilltating the exchange of the
different comwodities the opon board will vs-
tablish a market which eun ve roported to
tne country and shippers given an ideaof
whot tg expect in mturn for shipments of
eraln or produse to this market. In the past
Omiha has Bt no establishod gramn market,

Those who huve been insteumeontal fu the
orginfzution of the exchunge diseiaim any
intuntion of antagonizing the bhoard of trade
inany way whatever, but that they feer thit
an orwanbation composed of mon futerestsd
i the geidn wud prodoce business would be
better ablo to confuct thee affuies of an open
Board.  “Thon, wo, the prosont board of trude
has (ts officers and committees and boards of
arbitration  alrvendy  appointed for the yoar
nnd none  of them  aroe  peain men,
It 15 almost o necossity that some of thisn
positions should be filed by groin men, as for
example the board of arbiteation, In grun
deals  disputes and misunderstandings  be-
tween buyers and sellors aro unavoidable,
aull when thoy do oceur it is very essentlal
thut they should be aroltratol by grain men
who ara familinewith all the Ins and outs of
tho business.  Another roason for desiring n
separate orgnuization from the prescnt board
of trado §s that a great many smaller dealors
wotld like to avall themselves of the benefits
of the opon board who would not feel like
payine 50 for tho privilege,

The wraln mien are all very onthusinstic on
the subjoctof u grain markot in Omabs and
thoy beliove that the organization of the
griin and produce exchange will further the
matter very materially.
